Two other 
boys have concussion of the brain, one of 
hetn sustaining a fracture in the forehead. 
Pwo have fractured wrists and another 
compound fracture of the leg. Others are 
orn, bruised and scarred in a frightful man 
ner, and there were numerous bruises and 
contusions inflicted upon still more.

If all reports are true a new trolley line 


will lie runnnig through the •.streets of Bris- 
tol. The Philadelphia North American states 
Upon what it declares to be reliable New 
Vork authority that the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company contemplates paralleling its 
tracks all the way from New York to AVash- 
ington with n trolley road, using this means 
to accommodate its local service.

There was spent during the 
year for schooling poor children, J4136.80, 
of which amount there was expended in 
Bristol, $342.19 ; Bristol township, $289.73 ; 
Doylestown, $108.81; Newtown, $222 67, 
and Warwick township, 84 cents. Criminal 
costs were $2676.17; bridges cost $5747.65; 
miscellaneous items, $812 18; county officers' 
$1868.75. The Treasurer was paid one per 
cent, of the collections made.

the desired privilege which in Ho way inter- 
feres with its traffic. 
If a grade crossing was 


desired at the point of contention, it would 
alter the situation materially. But as it is it 
is difficult to see any justice whatsoever in 
causing annoyance to thousands of people 
who patronize the Newtown-Bristol trolley
